Batterly she was watched day and
night and was deprived of everything
except her most necessary clothing,
even her hairpins being taken from
her, The wispun was completely
dazed when she was led to the seaf-
fold this morning and had to be sup-
ported by the wirdresses who had her
in charge since she was sentenced
to die. Although Mrs. Dver was
clearly proven to have committed nu-
merows murders of infants, was
tried on a selected charge of killing a
little girl, the echild of a barmalid,
whom she had adopted for the sum of |
£10. The child was strangled with a
piece of tape and its body sunk in the
P'humes at Heading. T'he
seven other children whao
strangled were found

A FATAL FIRE.

A Narrel of O Faplodes and Soatters
Flamens in Every IMeaction.

Mrrspunan, Pa, June 13 —At 2:90
this morning a barrel of oll in the
vasement of a bakery owned biv Ka-
buegunde Gacische, at No. 81 Spring
Garden avenue, Allegheny, exploded
with a frightful report and scattered
flames in every direction.

Mrs Garische, aged 74 yvears,
leaped from the window, strikking
sqquarely on her head on the stone pave-
ment, and was instantly killed. The

DOWN IN MEXICO,

Work of a Storm Down Among Ouar South=
ern Nelghbors,

Mexico, June 1L-Datails of a tor-
nade: which devastated the town of
Topne, stnte of Jalisco. have just wr-
rived. It was accompnnied by a wi-
terspout that detached from the sides
of the mountaing enormouns masses of
rocks, and mud was piled ap in the
streets of the town to the depth of
eight feet. In some cases it reached
the level of the lower branches of
trees into which the inhabitants had
climbed to esenpe the inundation of
water and mud.  Three-fourths of the
town was utterly destroyed. ‘Thirteen
bodies have been taken ount from the
muss of earth, including several ehil-
dren, and many people were so badly
injured that the last rites of the ehurch
were ndministered. More than 30 per-
sons are missing and it is expected
their bodies will be discovered under
the debris. The storm was a most
terrific roaring of water and at the
same time the wind was blowine a
hurricnne. Everyone has been im-
poverished by the wholesale destruc-
tion,
